The true facts of the case are that 
the camps operated by the above 
bodies were to all intents and pure 
poses closed down at the beginning of 
this yenr owing to luck of funds. 
Since then. three of the camps have 
been used for the maintenance of up- 
wards of 500 destitute children and. 
these are still jn the camps. : 

In October last and ngain owing to 
lnck of funds, the Work of the feed- 
ing centres supported by: the Canton 
International Red Cross had to be 
drastically curtalied, and If further 
funds are not forthcoming may have 
sta be closed down entirely. ‘

-Meanwhile, 
the fire started by the second bomb 
was creeping perilously near the 
explosives store. Splendid efforts by 
the crew ensured that only one sec- 
tion of. the store blew up.and fhe. 
flre was at last extinguished. a 

The ship then tumed for home with 
all her instruments smnashed, but 
with the engines unharmed. The 
Captain, despite fog, contrived to 
bring the battered, valiant Sussex 
back. to port.—Reuter. :

"EFFICIENT UMPIRING will do much to raise 
the. whole standard of Hockey in training players 


to observe the Rules. 


Efficioncy, however does 


‘not depend on penalising covery breach. -- ~~ - 


Subject to two paramount considerations, namely, 
(1) an umpire must obtain and retain complete con- 


trol of the game, 


(2) he must never allow 


an advantage to be gained 


by a breach of the Rules, and the whistle should be used 


as sparingly as possible. 


To attain this object, it is 
necessary to make the fullest! 
possible use of the “Advantage 
Rule” 17 (d). In certain circums- 
tances, the decision must be de- 
layed long cnough to give this 

‘ rule time to operate. But a 
decision, when made, should be 
given decisively: and loudly, and 
once the “Advantage” rule has 
been put into operation, tho ori- 
ginal breach must be considered 
as not having occurred. 


As soon on the players realise that 
they hove an umpire who means to 
enforce the rules, it will generally be 
found that rough play will cease, One 
let an game get out of hand and St will 
be diMcult to pull it together after- 
wards, ‘ 


It fs most important for an um- 
plre to be In the correct position to 
see any breaches of the rulcs,. and, 
in particular to determine accurato- 
ly whether s player {s on-side or 
off-side. 


When aon attack js developing, the 
best position Js probably close to the 
touch Ine, and level with the third 
defender, When the ball {fs _inglde 
the circle, offences such as obstruc- 
tion are diMcult to detect from o 
touch-line position. . 

An umpire should, therefore, come 
in. towards the.circle.and near the 
goal-line in order to be In the best 
position, 


CONSTANTLY ON MOVE 


AWN umpire must be constantly on 
the move, and train himself not 
only to be in the correct position 
« according to the state of the game, 
but to Judge Instantly the -relntive 
positions of the various players at 
any moment. As an attacker’ can be 
off-side when exactly in line with the 
striker, or third defender; as an um- 
pire may decome unsighted, it is ob- 
viously impossible to one who re- 
maing stationary to give correct de- 
cisions. 
At -is-a-mlstaken-Iidea -that-it-is 
the duty of an‘umplre to penallse 
"every breach of the rules, os this 
may: cause undue delay and frrita- 
tlon.. 

: For example, the “sticks” rule was 
framed mainly to prevent danger to 
players, It !s unnecessary, therefore, 
for an .umpire to penalise on every 
occasion the raising of the stick above 
‘the shoulder, except whon an advan 
tage is gained, and he should use his 
discretion when there Is no dahger 

. to any ather player. ‘ 

. On the other hand, it is essential to 
check the persistent offender, because 
he is o potential couse of danger. In 
uch cases, a word of caution to the 
offender should be ns effective as no 
penalty. When no advantage results 
to the offender {t is unnecessary for 
any umpire to. penalise ‘such minor 
breaches of the. rules asi—Gltght 
hand-ball, accidental rebound or 
Ienock-on. é :

HE = awardnble penalties, ‘ being 
, Hmited to a free-hit, roll-in, 
penalty corner or penalty bully, have 
greater significance if umpires restrict 
thelr use og much as possible to the 
more serious’ breaches of the rules 
-such as obstruction, off-stde, etc., 
An efficient umpire is not one 
who fs over-lenicnt, and roush or 
dangerous play and obstruction 
must, in (he Interesis.of the came 
itself, be severcly dealt with. 
.. It’ {fs considered that umpires in 
ffeneral do not mako sufficient use of 
the penalty bully rule, and their at- 
tention 1s drawn to this rule (18).
